(a) Subject to sub regulation 3 of regulation 16 where 
the Bank is satisfied that the performance Of an offl- 
ccr is unsatisfactory or inadeejuate or there I* a.

(c) The decision to terminate the services of an officer 
employee under sub-regulation (a) above will be 
taken only by the Chairman and Managing 1 Difotor.

notice or resignation given by such an officer before 
or during the disciplinary proceedings shall not take 
effect unless it is accepted by the Competent Autho¬ 
rity. 

(ii) Disciplinary proceedings shall be deemed to be pen¬ 
ding against any employee for the purpose of this 
regulation if he has been placed under suspension 
or any notice been issued to him to show cause 
why disciplinary proceedings shall not be Instituted 
against him and ml] be deemed to be pending until 
final orders are passed by the Competent Authority. 

(iii) The Officer against whom disciplinary proceedings 
have been initiated will cease to be in service on the 
date of superannuation but the disciplinary proceed¬ 
ings will continue as if he was in service until the 
proceedings are concluded and final order is passed 
in respect thercol. The concerned officer will not 
receive any pay and/or allowance after the date of 
supeiannuation. He will also not be entitled for the 
payment of retirement benefits till the proceedings 
arc completed and final order is passed thereon 
except his own contributions to CPF.

No. HQ/72-39(A).—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 45 read with Sub-section 2 of Section 8 of the Air Cor¬ 
porations Act 1953 (77 of 1953), Air India with the previous 
approval of the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing Regulations further to amend the Air India Employees’ 
Service Regulations namely 

1. (i) These regulation shall be called ihe Air India Emp¬ 
loyees’ Srvice (Amendment) Regulations 1993, 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Gazette. 

~2. In the Air India Employees’ Service Regulations 1963 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Regulations), after Regula¬ 
tion 42, the fallowing new clause be inserted, i.e. : 

“42(A) Giving or taking Dowry : 

No employee shall :— 

(a) Give or take or abet the giving or taking of dowry;
